Non- Final Rejection 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action:

1. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Toronto (6,120,069). 

Regarding claims 1-3, Taranto (6,120,069) discloses in Fig. 1-6 the invention 
as claimed to include a rod installed on a side surface of a glove box 14 to form a 
locking device; and a resilient guide part 33 internally/individually formed on a side 
surface of a crash pad 12.
